Make Your Letter of Application 
Tell and Sell 



A WELL - KNOWN advertising 
<**■ man once said, "Anything that 
can be sold at all can be sold by the 
written word." Certainly it is true 
that many men have been able to 
take the first, all-important step in 
"selling" themselves to an employer 
by a well-written letter. 

The point is to make your letter 
both tell and sell. Put yourself in 
the employer's place. "Who are 
you? What have you done? What 
can you do that leads you to believe 
the man you are writing to could 

use ^'?. u I. Rervices with P rofit to him- 
self?" These arc the things that in- 
terest the employer and that you 
must have clear in your own mind 
before you write your letter. 

P.emember that you are asking 
someone to buy your services. The 
mere fact that you want a job 
doesn't interest him. You must con- 
vince him that the deal will be ad- 
vantageous from his point of view.

An enclosed, stamped, self-ad- 
dressed envelope makes it easy for 
your prospective employer to reply, 
granting you an interview. Further, 
it is evidence of your ability to put 
yourself in the other fellow's place, 
and many great businesses have 
been built on the ability of those 
directing them to put themselves 
in the plnce of the prospective pur- 
chasers and figure out what it is 
they really need.

DANIEL WEBSTER 



THHE name of Daniel Webster 
stands in the American mind 
not merely for oratory of the 
highest order, but for that 
power of speech devoted to the 
service of the nation. No man in 
his time inspired our people to 
a love of country and a pro- 
found faith in its immortal des- 
tiny more eloquently than did 
this patriot nnd political thinker 

Webster was born at Salia- 
bury, just outside of Concord, 
New Hampshire, on January 18, 
1782, and his seventy years of 
life coincided with the formative 
period of our Republic— from 
the dawn of the nation to the 
eve of the Civil Wnr His mem 
ory is preserved in imperishable 
stone throughout the land, but 
none of the memorials was 
erected with greater civic pride 
than the one standing on the 
New Hnmpshire State House 
grounds in Concord. 

As a boy, Webster was deli- 
cate and sickly. The amazing 
mental and oratorical energy 



which he displayed in his busy 
life represents a conquest of 
mind ovei matter He attended 
Exeter Academy and was gradu. 
ated from Dartmouth College. 
In Inter years he defended the 
charter rights of Dartmouth 
with magnificent passion. 

After being admitted to the 
Bai he quickly built up a lucra- 
tive practice. His eloquence at- 
tained nationwide recognition. 
Political prominence Wns not 
long in following, nnd he became 
a dominant figure in national 
affairs. Although thwarted in 
his Presidential aspirations, 
Webster was a great political 
power. 

His addresses in Congress and 
on patriotic occasions have be- 
come classics which schoolboys 
of succeeding generations de- 
claimed along with the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the 
Prenmble to the Constitution. 
He died at Marshfield, Mnss., 
which had long been his home, 
on October 24, 1852.
